Handblocked Tapestries 


Through the ages, tapestries have been 
a favorite form of traditional wall dec- 
oration.

System Cado 


A new line of Danish wall-hung furni- 
ture that supplies its own walls has 
been introduced in America by Royal 
System, 1130 Third Avenue, New York. 
Called “System Cado”, the collection 
was designed by Poul Cadovius who 
has created an ingenious storage system 
by means of matched floor-to-ceiling 
wood panels which can be secured to 
an existing wall or erected back-to-back 
to form a partition wall. A vertical row 
of holes has been drilled into the border 
of each panel so that component teak 
wood cabinets or shelves can be at- 
tached to the walls at any desired 
height. Since the holes are drilled at 
an oblique angle of 40 degrees, the 
wooden dowels on the backs of com- 
ponents fit so securely into the panels 
that no further supports or screws are 
necessary.

The Celanese Fibers Company has for many years gone 
to great lengths to come up with stimulating ideas apd 
materials that would serve as inspiration to fabric de- 
signers and converters. Their latest effort has been to 
assemble a spectacular collection of early print designs of 
rare fabrics from the Musée de Impression sur Etoffes in 
Mulhouse, France. This is the only museum in the world 
devoted entirely to textiles, and their archives must surely 
be a treasure trove. Dating from the period of the French 
Revolution, the Mulhouse collection comprises more than 
6 million samples, 1500 pattern books and some 2000 ex- 
hibits from all over the world.

Chinoiseries and a group of provincial prints. Accom- 


panying each photographed design is a written descrip- 


tion authenticating its background and history which will 
be available to any converter working on the design in 
order that he may authenticate his product as part of The 
Musée Collection of Decorative Fabrics. The collection 
was exhibited for a two-day period at the Celanese Cor- 
poration’s New York office, 522 Fifth Avenue, for benefit 
of the press, manufacturers, converters, decorative job- 
bers and buying representatives of the fabric industry. 
It can also be viewed by special appointment. In June, 
Celanese will present a full-scale showing of The Musée 
Collection, that is, all the fabrics which have been in- 
spired by or adapted from the designs on exhibit. It is 


something to look forward to.

There are many special purpose prints: 
a marvelous strawberry pattern on a 
trellis-like background is a good exam- 
ple, adaptable for kitchens and dining 
rooms. A Directoire pattern with its 
controlled formal design and muted 
color scheme, on the other hand, is 
extremely elegant and slated for more 
important spaces in the home. The all- 
over pattern illustrated is Renaissance- 
inspired, comes in tones of mustard, 
red, orange and blue. And, for uphol- 
stery, there are several small-scale 
damasks in handsome muted colorways 
for arm and side chairs, damasks cor- 
related with stripes and plain woven 
fabrics, and a good selection of tweeds 
and casements.

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Apartment With A View 





There is no greater pleasure than being confronted with 


an exhilarating apartment designed for contemporary 
living by an interior designer of first magnitude whose 
commendable work has been observed and admired for 
years, Among the great houses and memorable apart- 
ments which INTERIOR DESIGN has presented to its readers, 
the duplex apartment shown here, as designed for Mrs. 
Gloria Vanderbilt Lumet, is unique in many respects: it 
is a masterful example of design by the interior designer 
for the client, meeting all of the clients’ requirements; 
and it is distinguished by good judgment of taste and 
excellent selectivity of furnishings. The interior designer 
of the apartment was Robert Samuels, A.I.D., a senior 
officer of French & Company, a world-famous source for 
the finest antique furnishings, which recently celebrated 
a Golden Jubilee of fifty years of business. Mr. Samuels 
has expertly incorporated for his client all the necessary 
furnishings for gracious contemporary living. 

The prime attraction of this fascinating, and luxurious, 
apartment is not the intriguing decorative treatment 
itself—so simple in its basic concept that the intricacy of 
its achievement is not at once evident—but the fact that 
it is not exclusively restricted to one type of decorative 
expression, a development reserved only for the larger 
apartment or house that could result in disaster in one 
with less spaciousness of living areas, For example, im- 
pressive documentary research places in relief the rooms 
given a distinct traditional development, particularly 
apparent in the living room and dining room. And the 
selection of period backgrounds, of authentic designing 
and finest quality, results in décor of a singularly beauti- 
ful apartment as notable for its specially designed qualities 
as for its exemplary expression of taste in the antique. 

The apartment was planned for relaxed and easy living 
in utmost comfort and simplicity—yet is so arranged 
that entertaining with large parties ‘is possible—and high 
ceilings contribute to its quality of livability and spacious- 
ness. The orientation of the respective rooms takes 
advantage of sun, breeze and view overlooking the East 
River and gardens of Gracie Park, and privacy is 


protected by terraces planted with shrubs and evergreens.

Picture, if you will, a secluded area of farmland in the 
Michigan countryside seven miles from Kalamazoo. Add 
a few man-made lakes, an abundance of green trees and 
beautifully landscaped walks, and you have the setting 
for the new administration building of The Upjohn Com- 
pany. As one of the prime producers of ethical drugs 
(the firm was founded in 1886 by Dr. W. E. Upjohn), 
The Upjohn Company wanted their new building to re- 
flect a dignified tradition of long standing and at the 
same time to create the image of a progressive firm that 
is looking to the future. The result is the handsome con- 
temporary building and interiors pictured on these pages. 
The architects were Skidmore, Owings & Merrill; the 
interior design consultant, Virginia Conner Moseley, 
A.1.D., of New York. Landscaping was the work of 
Sasaki, Walker & Associates, Watertown, Mass. 

Unlike many contemporary office buildings, limited 
space is not a problem in the new Upjohn Building. 
Planned to allow for long-range expansion, the building 
covers approximately seven acres and is built on two 
levels around seven interior court yards. The overall plot 
site includes eighty acres, all landscaped. 

A variety of new and interesting materials are used on 
the building exterior: the roof line forms a frieze of py- 
ramidal shapes made from porcelainized aluminum with 


black neoprene accent strips, which echoes the ceiling

design of the interior. The chief exterior material is a 
specially treated aluminum in light gray, and separating 
the two levels is a belt line of precast panels made of 
Colorado quartz chips embedded in white matrix, Walk- 
ways are paved with Italian marble pebbles in white, gray 
and black, and setting off one large area is a cobblestone 
wall of Michigan fieldstone. 

As interior design consultant, Mrs. Moseley worked 
closely with an executive committee headed by Donald S. 
Gilmore, the firm’s Chairman of the Board. Their main 
requirement: to provide color and warmth that would 
enhance the simplicity of the contemporary architecture. 
This is achieved to a great extent by the choice of fabrics, 
wall coverings, carpeting and accessories. It is further 
enhanced by approximately $100,000 worth of art— 
primarily paintings by contemporary artists. The use of 
art stems largely from Mr. Gilmore’s long interest in the 
subject which recently culminated in his donation of an 
art school and gallery to the city of Kalamazoo, and 
paintings used in the Upjohn installation were selected 
by him in collaboration with Mrs. Moseley and the 
executive committee. In the public areas, they are all 
abstract in style; in the executive areas, they vary ac- 
cording to the choice of the occupants. Many of the 
paintings are from New York galleries; others were 


selected locally to encourage native Michigan artists.

ln accordance with the highly commendable resolution 
of the national Fine Arts Commission to restore the White 
House with antiques of the period in which it was built, 
the National Society of Interior Designers last year (see 
August 1960 INTERIOR DESIGN) offered to furnish the 
Diplomatic Reception Room, an oval room with outside 
entrance under the south portico, where diplomats visit- 
ing the Executive Mansion formerly assembled but which 
is now used as the President’s private entrance, At that 
time the N.S.I.D., after cooperating with the Fine Arts 
Commission for many months in their selections, pre- 
sented the White House with furnishings including the 
following items: a set of eight brass and crystal girandoles 
with hurricane shades for the walls; a pair of Chinese 
export vases mounted and wired as lamps; several items 
of 18th-century Lowestoft; an early 19th-century French 
gilt mantel clock bearing a statuette of George Washing- 
ton; a pair of andirons and an early 18th-century brass- 
plated steel fender and a specially designed oval rug 
bearing an original border design of the fifty States and 
their seals, in several values of yellow, green, blue and 
white, woven to fit the room and repeating the colors of 
upholstery and wallpaper. On October 5th, of this year, 
Mrs. John F. Kennedy, in behalf of the U. S. Government, 
accepted from Edward F. White, president of the Na- 
tional Society of Interior Designers, the furnishings 
which complete the restoration of the Diplomatic Recep- 
tion Room, a gift to the White House from the N.S.I.D. 
Among the new acquisitions are American Hepplewhite, 
American Sheraton and Duncan Phyfe mahogany furni- 
ture from the New England, Maryland and Philadelphia

Twe two-bedroom apartments have been converted into 
a single duplex apartment, as shown here, by Mrs. Philip 
Paul (who, in professional practice is Dorothy Paul, 
\.1.D.) for her and her family’s living in Los Angeles. 
An outstanding feature is the stimulating and varied use 
that has been made of wallpaper throughout the apart- 
ment: as a dado for the stairs between floors; as murals 
in the dining room and son’s room; with matching 
drapery fabric in kitchen, sitting room and master 
bedroom; and as the dominant decorative medium in 


bathrooms and in the daughter’s room. 


Stairs between floors, at entrance, have Stockwell beige wallpaper 
dado combined with matching obelisk panels.

imeless Design 


By T. H. Robsjohn-Gibbings 


Fditor’s Note: The following talk was given by Mr. T. H. Robs- 
john-Gibbings at a meeting of The Fashion Group held at the 
Hotel Astor on October 19th. Mr. Robsjohn-Gibbings concluded 
his talk with a series of slides illustrating the points he had 
made on “Timeless Design.” 


Ow meeting today may be an historic occasion. For the 
first time since design began, a group dedicated to 
fashion is sponsoring the antithesis of everything fashion- 
able—timeless design. Moreover, as the blood freezes in 
your veins, the same group will demonstrate that women’s 
clothes can also be timeless. Is the Fashion Group trying 
to commit suicide? Have they called us together to watch 
them blow out their chic brains? Far from it. Behind 
their sponsorship of timeless design is a diabolical pur- 
pose, They hope to make timeless design the very latest 
fashion. We are here to testify that as they plunge in the 
fashionable knife, they do it with the utmost respect. 

Many designers believe that modern design is the best 
solution for our life today and the best solution for the 
future. They may be right. But we must face the possi- 
bility that modern design may be only another fashion 
doomed to become unfashionable. In the current shelter 
magazines modern architecture and furniture have a very 
beguiling look of honesty and vitality. Both are very 
seductive—for one month. But look back at what was 
believed to be modern design ten, twenty, thirty, forty 
years ago and you will see that the rate of design obsoles- 
cence is appalling. So far modern design has always been 
one jump ahead of the design thrift shop. 

Today, designers of houses and furniture are dithering 
between two possible future directions. One group at- 
tempting to rationalize obsolescence in modern design 
claims it is a glorious asset that should be speeded up. 
Another less articulate group believes architecture and 
furniture can be enduring and timeless. I would like to 
discuss both of these alternatives. 

We should not be surprised that some designers believe 
houses and furniture should have the same built-in obso- 
lescence as automombiles. This quality already exists 
today in many instant prefurnished, prefabricated houses. 


In other words whether we like it or not we already have 


in houses and furniture, the beginning of an artificial obso- 
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lescence similar to that in the automobile industry. | 
would like to show you step by step how home owners 
were beguiled into believing that a home, like an auto- 
mobile is something one jump ahead of the junk pile. 

To sell a house with built-in obsolescence you need a 
consumer who is aesthetically blind. Householders with- 
out aesthetic feeling about their surroundings are willing 
to discard them. You also need a consumer who will 
wear out the house just as he wears out an automobile. 
We now have consumers conditioned to meet both these 
requirements, 

To make home owners aesthetically blind you must 
train them to ignore the form of an object and concen- 
trate only on its function. This is done by making them 
repeat “Form follows function,” “Form follows function.” 
As in camp follower, the word “follow” is a dirty word, 
and form, because it merely follows function—gets loused 
up by association. After saying the slogan often enough 
householders look at an object and remain totally blind 
to everything except its function. The form vanishes. 
Very soon a new breed of householders believed a house 
is perfect because the utilities work and a chair is perfect 
because you can sit on it. In other words the process 
of making some householders aesthetically blind is 
completed. 

The next step was to get householders unconsciously 
to destroy the house. Here Madison Avenue came into 
the picture. To the advertising boys it was simple. To 
destroy a house you need an image that will incite chil- 
dren to be destructive and another image that will con 
parents into believing the modern house is indestructible. 

When these two images are firmly established in public 
consciousness, any parent who admonishes a destructive 
child is a tyrant, and any child who refuses to wreck a 
house is hopelessly abnormal. 

To keep householders off guard about the ultimate 
goal, Madison Avenue launched their destructive cam- 
paign with lovable but destructive household pets. In 
carpet advertisements the foreground was littered with 
Persian cats. Soon householders, believing it was good 
for carpets went out and bought Persian cats. Having 
proved that the consumer adored household destruction 
by lovable pets, Madison Avenue introduced the new 
image of children as adorable hooligans. 

At first, to prevent any panic, the new child wrecking 
squads were shown getting into the relatively harmless 
mischief always associated with childhood. Advertise- 
ments featured parents gazing lovingly at walls and 
floors dappled with dainty finger prints. But this softening 
up process was soon over. To make gracious living 
synonymous with household destruction, more was needed 
than loving hands wiping away adorable smudges. It was 
time to bring on the killers. 

Now in four-color pages in national magazines and on 
television from coast to coast the lovable hooligans who 


meant business came rampaging into the American home. 
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In carpet advertisements they attack the product with 
tricycles, roller skates and baseball bats, Plastic floor 
coverings get a work out with bottles of ink, mud, tar 
and car grease ground into the product with hob nailed 
boots. 

In furniture advertisements the living room gets wal- 
loped. Chairs are beat up. Sofas become ski slides and 
trampolines and soil proof fabrics targets for “salad oil, 
olive oil, baby oil, garden dirt and mud.” 

There is as you know one form of household destruc- 
tion that parents accept as inevitable. Children jump on 
beds. All Madison Avenue had to do was encourage 
higher jumps and heavier crash landings. To assure this 
total wreckage parents were drugged with the image of 
the indestructible mattress, Here is one advertisement de- 
scribing what is called a “torture test” for mattresses: 
“a five ton roller ran back and forth over the mattress 
all day long. After three hundred and eighty trips it was 
examined and no signs of breakdown were visible.” The 
implication, of course, is that the five ton roller was a 
total wreck. 

To round out this hooligan rampage one more bait 
was needed. Children had to be taught that walls and 
paintwork were ideal mediums for the happy pastime of 
defacement. Soon advertisements for soil proof wall 
coverings and washable paint had a new look, suggesting 
that the smirking little monsters admiring their scribbling 
were future men of distinction. 

With do-it-yourself destruction firmly established as 
normal family life, one final image was needed and home- 
made artificial obsolescence was in the bag. The American 
housewife had to be lulled into the belief that not only 
was the modern house indestructible but that science stood 
ready and willing to counteract any strain on parents. 

In this final image Science appears as the great Mother 
goddess smoothing everything over with gentle soothing 
action. Now advertisements promised that the roar of 
screeching roller skates, crashing plastic and splintering 
beaverboard would be gently absorbed by a soothing 
sound proof ceiling. To parents fearful of wear and tear 
on fabrics, Mother Science said “Relax, they are miracle 
fabrics.” What can a juvenile roughneck do to a miracle 
fabric which, as the advertisement put it, was made 
“from the lava of volcanoes” and processed “in a bath 
of flame.” 

One problem was left for Madison Avenue. The prob- 
lem of making dirt removal a thrilling experience. Every 
possibility was explored, including a new type of food 
whose gentle soothing action cleaned the saucepan while 
cooking. Finally inspiration came. Dirt removal could 
be given sex appeal and be synonymous in the house- 
wives’ imagination with a love affair. So, with every 
dirty dish, and muddy footprint there appeared by asso- 
ciation with the picture on the product, the image of a 
smiling muscular giant. The name of lover-boy as you 


know is Mr. Clean. 
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Is there an alternative to this future of artificial obso- 
lescence? Is there an alternative to the fashion we call 
“modernity”? In my experience there is nothing you 
can do about a fashion. You wait for it to become un- 
fashionable. | suggest that while we wait we consider 
the possibilities of timeless design. 

Eight years ago I was in Egypt and early one morning 
at Luxor, I crossed the Nile to see the Temple of Amon. 
The temple was designed three thousand five hundred 
years ago by an architect named Senmut. Some parts of 
the building, used for even more ancient religious rituals, 
were in the academic Egyptian fashion of the period. 
But elsewhere the plan and the forms transcend time and 
place. These forms are first of all beautiful, not just a 
fashionable beauty admired by one generation and dis- 
carded by the next, not just a national beauty, admired 
by one nation and meaningless to all others, but forms of 
an ageless and universal beauty. 

One day as | sat looking at the Temple it occurred to 
me there might be other designs that were equally time- 
less. It also occurred to me that if we could edit from the 
past this unique part that was vital and eternal, we would 
have before us the summit of existing design. 

I soon discovered that timeless design is extremely 
rare, particularly in architecture and furniture, Else- 
where, in ceramics, for instance, it is more plentiful. As 
one would expect the finest examples of timeless design 
were evolved in three highly developed civilizations, 
Egyptian, Greek and Chinese. 

Timeless design has unique characteristics; it tran- 
scends national concepts of beauty; its appeal is universal. 
Egomania in design should not be confused with true 
individuality. A designer whose sensibility is timeless 
and universal cannot use forms, materials or surface 
decoration that are only fashionable or erratic. But I 
think you will also see in timeless design one other 
magnificent quality—the quality of nobility. 

Nobility in design is very moving. It is the greatest 
tribute we can receive. When a designer possessing 
spiritual nobility projects it into an object, he believes 
that all who see or possess that object are worthy of 
nobility. 

Here, in my opinion is the great lesson of timeless 
design. The lesson that design should be noble because 
people are worthy of nobility. I say this because I see in 
some areas of design today the opposite. I see something 
very close to contempt for people. 

I think timeless design can orient us to the total of 
human effort instead of confining us—as modernity does 
—to the last forty or fifty years. 

As you know some of the houses and furniture of 
earlier periods have been enriched by time. Our houses 
today should have this enduring quality, and with the 
awareness of timeless design they could have it in even 
greater depth than those of history.

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The provocative observations on “Timeless Design” in 
the preceding article by T. H. Robsjohn-Gibbings are The Glory That Is Greece 
tellingly illustrated in a collection of ancient Greek furni- 
ture re-creations which Mr. Robsjohn-Gibbings designed : aatast 
for Saridis of Athens. Although not yet available in this RAO Ss SO 
country (plans are underway for the collection to be 
imported or reproduced here some time in 1962), the 
miniatures of individual pieces were recently on view in 
Tiffany’s Fifth Avenue windows featuring settings designed 
by the store’s display director, Gene Moore, one of which 
is illustrated lower right. 

Interior designers are familiar with the revivals in the 
Classic styles of the past 400 years, expressed in the 
designs of the Louis XIV, Louis XVI, Directoire and the 


Empire in France, the Regency in England, and the 





Greek Revival in America, a neo-classic style popular 
during the middle years of the 19th century. The dif- 
ferences between these revivals of classic furniture and 
the furniture designed by T. H. Robsjohn-Gibbings is 
that in the former the respective designers adapted their 
own “original” designs to a new classic concept, whereas 
the Robsjohn-Gibbings sources have been the actual de- 
signs of the ancients found on antique vases in museums 
and in sculpture on which the artists of ancient Greece 
delineated accurately their classical furniture. These show 
that, as in Greek architecture, certain furniture forms 
were developed and continually perfected over the cen- 
turies so that today the forms and dimensions of this 
Greek furniture can be re-created with some certainty. 
For example, in the 5th-century B.C. full-size stele of 
Hegeso, illustrated on the facing page, a chair is clearly 
shown in its original dimensions. 

The designs re-created by T. H. Robsjohn-Gibbings do 
not encompass the total repertoire of furniture of classical 
Greece, but they are based on models easily recognizable 


as the forms which have endured. Various woods and in- 





lays were used for ancient Greek furniture, including the 


finest walnut in the world, and this beautiful wood is 
naturally found in the reproductions; fabrics of the 
cushions were copied from fabric designs shown in an- 
cient vase paintings. 

It has not been the sole purpose of the manufacturer, 
Eleftherios Saridis, to reproduce classical designs of 
Greek furniture; rather it is his hope that “the designers 
of Greece, inspired by the beauty of their national furni- 
ture, will create contemporary furniture equally beautiful. 
timeless, Greek.” In the typical examples, illustrated in 
miniature models on the following pages, it will be seen 
that the dedicated research and design talent of T. H. 
Robsjohn-Gibbings, as well as the skill of the manufac- 
turer—with the collaborative research contributed by his 


wife, Susan Saridis—have been amply rewarded.

Tailored Traditional 


In designing a four-room apartment in one of Manhat- 
tan’s typical new apartment buildings, John Bachstein, 
A.I.D., has solved two difficulties which frequently arise 
on such installations: how to incorporate a number of 
furnishings previously owned by the client, and how to 
create an architectural background appropriate for tradi- 
tional décor. In his more than ten years’ experience in 
the New York design field, first as a decorating editor for 
Living, then as a partner of Joseph Freitag, A.I.D., and 
finally as head of his own business, Mr. Bachstein has 
developed a distinctive style. The foyer and L-shaped liv- 
ing room pictured here are a good example. Existing 
beams have been skilfully utilized for the architectural 
treatment in combination with cornices and _ classic 
columns that separate the living room and dining area, 
and beams above the windows have become part of the 
valance. Neutral background colors—ivory walls, oatmeal 
carpet and oyster white curtains—enhance the overall 
feeling of spaciousness; rust, brown, yellow and _ tur- 


quoise color notes appear in the foyer wallpaper and the 


upholstery fabrics.

W hat could be more appropriate for a motor house in 
the heart of Boston than Shaker-inspired furnishings 
and 18th century Americana? This is the decorative 
theme developed by interior designer Benjamin A. Cook, 
A.I.D., of Trade Winds, Inc., for Boston’s new Midtown 
Motor Inn, built by the Christian Science Church. Not 
that the interiors are replicas of period rooms, for an 
overall contemporary spirit is skilfully blended with re- 
minders of the past. And the building, designed by ar- 
chitect Samuel Glazer, is a simple modern design with 
a white brick facade and double-story height expanse of 
windows flanking the front entrance.

The Young Idea 


Per its fifth annual exhibition, The Venetian Blind In- 
stitute recently presented a series of interiors by five 
leading New York interior designers whose decorative 
theme was The Young Idea—for clients young in heart 
as well as young in years.

This is the saga of the Levi family. And if you have 
been confused in recent months as to who is who or 
what is what, you are not alone. There has been for many 
years—and still is—Dinolevi. A few months ago a new 
trade name appeared on the scene. That was Bino Levi. 
And then in October the curtain went up on the third 
act and Eliolevi made his bow. 

Like the Marx Brothers, this trio of Levi brothers has 
a unique characteristic in common: Dino, Bino and Elio 
—charming gentlemen who will not take offense at this 
familiarity—are experts in antique 18th Century Italian 
furniture and, for that matter, Italian art in general. 
And although not art dealers, per se, the brothers 
through their sources abroad frequently obtain Italian 
masters from private collections, and it is not unusual 
for them to handle a Leonardo da Vinci or a Caravaggio. 
Coming from a family which for many generations dealt 
with the art of the Venetian Doges, and having lived with 
antiques all their lives, the Levi boys are only doing 
what comes naturally. This holds true for practically the 
entire family of nine children since all but two of them 
are in some phase of interior furnishings or closely related 
to it. Even Mother, a most remarkable and indomitable 
woman of great charm who took over the management 
of the family business in Italy with her sons after the 
death of her husband, is actively and most energetically 
involved at the age of 85. 

Signora Levi is very well known as an antique dealer 
in this country and abroad but strange as it may sound, 
no Americans are her clients. Her modus operandi is 
quite the opposite of that usually associated with dealers 
of European antiques. Her finds in this country make a 
return trip to the country of origin as they are exclusively 
for sale to clients in Europe and, principally, Italy. 
Family favoritism plays no part in her transactions, but 
occasionally she will sell to one of her sons—at her prices. 
Since the market for authentic antiques of this type is 
higher in Europe, the occasions when her sons are able 
to afford to buy from her are most infrequent. 

Dino Levi, the eldest in the family and Bino Levi, the 
third son, were affliated with their father for almost a 
quarter of a century after World War I when the family 
moved to Milan from Venice. Elio, the ninth child, ac- 
quired his business experience independently. Aside from 
Signora Levi, Dino, as the big brother, has been the 
inspiration for the others. A healthy business rivalry 
exists between the brothers but this does not affect their 
relationship, for this is a closely knit family with a deep 
attachment for each other. Although all are of similar 
background, each has his own preferences, differing 


opinions and tastes on the various styles of Italian art. 


Dinolevi was founded in this country prior to World 


War II, and over the years it has become synonymous 
with Italian furniture. It was Dino Levi’s influence that 
helped make the American interior designer conscious of 
18th-century Italian furniture. 

Bino Levi, an expert and technical advisor on Persian 
rugs, after long periods in both Italian and German con- 
concentration camps, arrived to join his brother in 1946. 
His particularly outstanding talent as a businessman was 
an asset. And his taste, which runs to the elegant flam- 
boyant style, was a perfect foil to Dino’s, which falls in 
the elegantly restrained category as evidenced by the 
collection in his spacious and handsome showrooms. 
Bino’s showroom on the other hand, is quite unpreten- 
tious but replete with a large and most diversified collec- 
tion of antiques and reproductions, particularly the 
famous inlaid furniture of the Maggiolino school with 
its high mirror-like finish. And Bino, who is an aficionado 
of this style of Italian furniture, states that he is the 
only one who carries it. Bino concentrates on reproduc- 
tions which are all made in this country: it is his opinion 
that furniture is better constructed here although he feels 
the Italians are superior as finishers, and no one can 
compare with them for chinoiserie and veneers. 

Elio, who shared his brother Bino’s unfortunate ex- 
periences as a concentration camp prisoner and, in fact, 
was with him during all that time, emigrated to this 
country eleven years ago. He, too, joined Dino but after 
familiarizing himself with America and its customs, be- 
came associated with Niccolini, Inc., where he remained 
four and a half years. Elio’s taste in furniture and an- 
tiques is on the conservative side, and in his small but 
most attractive shop you will find provincial Spanish 
and Italian with many pieces in wormy chestnut. When- 
ever possible, Eliolevi reproductions are also made in 
this country although a large percentage comes from 
Italy, and all are completely handcrafted. Like Dino and 
Bino, Elio has an assortment of interesting and unusual 
small pieces in his collection. 

Since the offering of each Levi brother differs in 
varying respects, the choice depends upon individual re- 
quirements, In this connection, the choice now widens as 
there has been a change in the Dinolevi set-up. Dino 
Levi, whose main interest is centered in antiques and in 
his Milan, Florence and Venice shops, is now living 
abroad and has sold out a large percentage of his interest 
in the company but will search out rare and unique 18th 
century pieces for it. Under the management of Gouver- 
neur Morris Helfenstein, N.S.I.D., the company will 
feature all styles of 18th-century furniture and accessories 
with emphasis on English, French and American.

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Rose Hiraga: Designer 


The culture of two worlds is evident in the work of Rose 
Hiraga, designer of wallpapers, drapery and upholstery 
fabrics.

Certain 
design values remain eternal, of course, and wise people 
never lose their awareness of them. Perhaps, as never 
before this is the moment to restate these values, not only 
for ourselves but for the young generation who will be 
called on to design in the future. 

This I feel sure of. Everyone here, designers, editors, 
reporters, observers, have the welfare of our environmnt 
at heart.

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Leaders Confer On Future Of Fabric Design 

Under the leadership of Dean Benson and Jack Lenor 
Larsen, director of the Fabric Design Department of the 
Philadelphia Museum College of Art, 79 fabric design 
experts and educators from 11 states met at a two day 
conference to discuss the future of “Fabric Design Edu- 
cation in a Changing Technology.” Participants included 
Edward Wormley, who deplored the lack of integrity and 
taste that has plagued the design field and stated that 
new fibers are often introduced prematurely. Mr. Larsen 
described the need for the super-designer problem-solver 
and leader and among the major issues discussed were 
the problems of preparing the fabric designer for a world 
where fibers and methods are rapidly changing; the need 
for increased industrial support in materials, equipment 
and finances to train designers; the challenge to students 
who must absorb a broad general education and learn 
skills in a four-year program; the necessity of graduate 
education beyond available levels; creation of industry 
sponsored visual centers; pirating of design ideas and 


the need for more rigid standards in the field.
